Accordingly, he went to London 
in April of 1947 and spent approximately four weeks in that city, during 
which time he accomplished the sale of BROTHMAN • s process for maiclng 
Mothacyrlate , which is a plastic, similar to Luclte, Ho negotiated a 
contract with this London firm and BROTH^iAN, under the terms of the 
contraot^ was to produce the necessary blueprints p iaog for the 
development of the above process, after which the company in London was to 
manufacture the process in large quantities. BROTHl^’ failed to produce 
the necessary blueprints and plans within the appointed time and as a resuit 
of his failure to meet the contract, KOSHKIN, in the summer of 1947, ceased 
any further promotional activities on behalf of BROTHMAN and obtained 
employment with the Nesco CompaJUr, and went with this company to the 
^zon region of South America for a period of approximately three months

paid* Similarly Miriam Moskowita received a sentence to serve ^ 
two years and to pay a fine of $10,000 on count one* She likewise 
was ordered to stand committed until the fine was paid* ' 




In connection with any letter to Mr, Saypol complimenting 
him, in connection with this case, your attention is directejd 
to the fact that at the close of the trial Mr* Saypol made a 
statement in open court indicating that a large portion of the credit 
for the successful pi^osecution in this case belonged to the Atreau* 

As a result of this comment Tederal Judge Irving Kaufman siade 
pertain very laudatory comments concerning the Bureau 's activity

KORNFEDER went on to say that although he is "fairly certain" 
that BROTHMAN was one of the young chemists he cannot positively identify 
this photograph* KORNFEDER also pointed out that at the end of 1932 he went 
to Ohio to continue activities there* 


On November 2, 1950, the passport application of ABRAHAM BROTHMAN 
which vas obtained from the passport files. State Department, Washington, D* C* 
and idilch vas apparently in BRO^MAN's own handwriting was delivered to the FBI
